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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-26, drawn to a method and apparatus for repairing a soft tissue tear, 
classified in class 606, subclass 228. 

II. Claims 27-36, drawn to a flexible member holder and device, classified in class 
606, subclass 144. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Group I is a soft tissue suture capable of being delivered and handled by numerous ways, 

such as tissue punch or needle. Group II is a specific delivery device which could be used to 
deliver medicine, medical tools, or endoscopic devices. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
